A JURY at Cardiff 
Crown Court took 
just 40 minutes to 
convict a bank 
employee of taking 
money from a 
customer’s 
account, following 
her death, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

Anne Peterson (60) 
of Somerset Road East, 
Barry, was unanimously 
found guilty of four 
offences of fraud. 


She will be sentenced 
later this month. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC released 
her on bail and warned 
her that the case crossed 
the custody threshold. 

Peterson, who had 
been a bank employee 
for 40 years, admitted 
that in the past, she had 
pleaded guilty to a fraud 
and said that she only 
did so because she was 
told she would then 
receive a suspended

sentence. 

That case, the court 
heard, concerned an 
offence of fraud in 
2011 / 12 . 

At that time, she was 
working for the same 
bank as in the present 
day, Lloyds Bank in 
Barry, and took £4,360 
from an ISA belonging 
to her sister-in-law. 

Prosecutor Ieuan 
Bennett said in both 
cases, she had used the 
same technique 
involving forging 
withdrawal slips and 
diverting bank 
statements. 

In the present case, 
he said, she took 
£12,000 from an elderly 
customer, who had since 
died. 

Peterson had denied 
the charges and said 
she had not in any way 
deliberately targeted 
elderly, vulnerable 
people.

Mr Guy continued: “The work was 
suggested by traders at a forum set up 
by the council late last year as the 
loading bays were not regularly used 
throughout the day. Work on altering 
their use is expected to be completed 
in the next few weeks. 

“This is the latest council initiative 
to boost trade for businesses in the 
area. “Pavement resurfacing at Upper 
Holton Road took place in March as 
part of the Castleland Renewal 
Scheme that has also seen 96 
residential and commercial properties 
receive extensive makeovers since 
2014.” 

Normal parking restrictions will 
still apply, so people using the bays 
will have to ensure they don’t go over 


the allotted time. 

In the past, some shoppers have 
been confused about when the bays 
could be used, and received parking 
penalties. Businesses had complained 
that people were then deterred from 
returning to shop. 

Traders are also keen to see the 
introduction of two zebra crossings, 
one on Holton Road near La Cucina 
Cafe, and another one to help people 
cross Thompson Street safely. 

Dave Elliott emphasised: “The 
traders are keen to make the area even 
more pedestrian friendly.” 

Thompson Street traders have also 
agreed to operate under the Holton 
Road traders’ umbrella to lobby for 
changes that will benefit Barry town 
centre shopping as a whole.

Telling tales of Barry’s 
‘Good, Bad and Strange’, 

Coun Hodges took the group 
around some of the most 
historic graves in the cemetery, 


which opened in 1889. 

Among other stories, Coun 
Hodges told walkers about the 
history of Barry-born journalist 
Gareth Jones, reputed to have 
been murdered by Mongolian 
bandits in the pay of the KGB 
in 1935, the unknown sailor 
buried in Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery following the 
sinking of the Lusitania by 
German u-boats in 1915, and 
the tragic tale of a young girl 
killed at Barry Docks station, 
dragged under a train while 


waving goodbye to a soldier 
friend. 

With around 45,000 people 
buried at the cemetery, 

Merthyr Dyfan Cemetery is 
nearly the same size as the 
town’s current population, with 
new extensions keeping the 
cemetery open for a further 
generation and new initiatives 
such as a columbarium for the 
storage of ashes. 

Further improvements to the 
cemetery chapel are also 
taking place.

helicopters and Penarth 
Coastguard Rescue Team 
also attended the 
incident. 


A spokesman for the 
lifeboat station said: 
“Both people made it to 
shore. One required a 
land ambulance. Please 
check tide times in 
advance, but if you do 
get stuck on Sully Island, 
please call 999 rather 
than attempting to 
swim.” 


The speed of the 
incoming tide at Sully 
Island can take people by 
surprise. In 2014, a 
traffic light warning 
system was introduced 
on the mainland, adjacent 
to the car park at the 
Captain’s Wife to warn 
people of times when it is 
dangerous to cross.

Lifeboats race to 
rescue after boats 
capsize near Fenarth 


TWO lifeboats 
from Penarth, and 
one from Barry, 
were launched on 
Monday evening, 
May 22, after there 
were reports of 
capsized sailing 
boats with people in 
the water. 

The drama took place 
at around 8pm. One call 
to the Coastguard 
reported that a boat had 
overturned and there 
were three people in the 
water. 

When rescuers arrived 
the people were back on 
shore, but RNLI 
volunteers began 
checking the coastline to 
make sure there were no 
other people in danger, 
and to recover dinghies 
drifting further away 
from Penarth. 

An RNLI spokesman 
said: “Both Penarth 
lifeboats launched soon 
after 8pm, followed by 
Barry Dock all-weather 
lifeboat which was 
paged by the Coastguard 
shortly after 8.20pm. 

“The RNLI volunteers 
joined the Coastguard 
rescue helicopter ‘187’ 
from St Athan and 
Penarth Coastguard 
rescue team in 
responding to the 
incident. 

“The Penarth lifeboats 
were tasked to assist and 
recover a number of 
sailing dinghies that had 
drifted with the tide 
beyond Lavernock Point, 
while Barry Dock RNLI 
started a shoreline search 
of the area between 
Lavernock Point and 
Penarth sea front. 

“When it was 
confirmed that all the 
people were accounted 
for, and were safe and 
well, Barry Dock RNLI 
volunteers changed 
course towards a 
capsized topper that had 
been seen drifting away 
from the area with no 
crew. 

“When Barry Dock 


RNLI located the topper, 
roughly three miles from 
Sully Island, the lifeboat 
stood by and waited for 
Penarth’s Atlantic 85, 
which had recovered 
another dinghy, to come 
and return it to Penarth.”

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Independent 
councillor 
explains his 
decision to 
form Vale 
coalition 


SULLY councillor 
Bob Penrose, who 
has formed a 
coalition with the 
Conservatives to 
run the Vale 
Council, has 

released a 

statement to exp¬ 
lain his decision. 

Following the 

elections, there had been 
speculation that he 
would be officially 
joining the Conservative 
Party, but last week he 
confirmed he would 
remain an independent. 

Coun Penrose said: 
“Following the local 
authority elections on 
May 4, the Vale Council 
was left with no political 
groups having the 
necessary number of 
seats for overall control 
of the authority. 

“The Conservatives 
had the largest share, 
with 23 seats out of the 
total of 47 seats 
available, but this left 
them one seat short of 
overall control. 

“Personally, I only 
want what is best for the 
residents of my ward of 
Sully and Lavernock, 
and for the residents the 
Vale overall. 

Accordingly, I decided 
to enter a coalition with 
the Conservatives, but I 
will retain my 
independent status and I 
have not joined the 
Conservative Party. 

“For me to work with 
the Conservatives in the 
administration of the 
Vale Council it is 
necessary for me to be 
involved in the decision¬ 
making of the cabinet 
and to that end, I have 
accepted the role of 
cabinet member for 
learning and culture. 

“In this role, I will not 
only be involved in 
decision making of the 
authority generally, but I 


will also be working 
with the director of 
learning and skills, the 
headteachers and their 
staff in the continued 
performance monitoring 
and planning of our 
schools, libraries, and all 
places of education and 
culture. 

“At present, the Vale 
Council schools’ 

performance makes us 
second overall in Wales 
(at Level 2+) for the 
period 2015-16, but we 
will all be striving in the 
future to attain the 
cherished first place.” 

Opposition

AN opposition 
party leader on the

Alternatively, Bob 
Penrose should have 
joined the Tories full 
stop. 

“Coun Ian Johnson is 
correct in what he says, 
and what has been 
created is making a farce 
of committee places and 
has created an 
undemocratic balance. 

“He is correct when 
he stated that Llantwit 
First and Labour entered 
into a coalition, we kept 
our own identity, we did 
not attend Labour group 
meetings neither did 
they attend ours. 

“Our committee 
places were made 
separately under the 
political balance system, 
and we did not seek to 
block membership to 
committees for any other 
party.

“South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service received 


Go 'back 
in time’ 
with app 

PORTHKERRY 
Country Park visitors 
can now step back in 
time and learn about 
periods from the 
area’s past because of 
a new mobile phone 
app. 

The app, designed by 
Jam Creative Studios’ 
and available on both 
Apple and Android 
devices, allows users to 
view animated scenes on 
their phones at various 
points in the park and 
also collect augmented 
reality (AR) objects as 
they walk around. 

Visitors can watch the 
witch of Cliff Wood 
Cottage, Ann Jenkin 
making potions and see 
how the medieval Cwm 
Ciddy Saw Mill - the 
ruins of which are only 
just visible today - 
would have originally 
looked. 

In all there are five 
trigger points around the 
park, with another 
allowing those exploring 
to learn about how the 
viaduct was repaired by 
meeting Henry Ringham, 
whose company was 
brought in to carry out 
the work. 

Funded through a 
Barry Regeneration 
Grant, and the Heritage 
Lottery Grant, the app 
has GPS-triggered nature 
trails, which allow you to 
collect virtual plants and 
animals. 

Information about 
myths and legends will 
be triggered inside 
various GPS story zones 
dotted around the park, 
while children can 
collect facts about 
animals while they run 
about the park’s meadow 
area. 

Once visitors have 
collected AR characters, 
stories, fauna and flora, 
they will be saved into 
your collections library 
to view whenever you 
like. 

Those wanting to 
bring the park to life on 
their next visit, and make 
use of the app, will need 
a GPS-enabled mobile, a 
fully-charged battery and 
headphones. 


a call at 7.26pm to 
rescue 25 people from a 
ride at Barry Island 
Pleasure Park. 

“Crews from Barry, 
with a pump and rescue 
tender, Malpas, with a 
rescue tender, and 
Cardiff Central, with an 
aerial ladder platform, 
were in attendance. 

“At 9.29pm crews 
reported all the people 
had been safely 
rescued.” 

The park believes the 
number of people 
helped down was 22. 

The area was 
cordoned off while the 
operation took place, 
and no-one was injured. 

Mr Danter said the 


ride had malfunctioned 
and that safety measures 
had kicked in. “I was 
really happy that no-one 
was hurt. The ride 
malfunctioned, but all 
the safety devices 
worked. 

“Things like this can 
happen. We did 
everything we were 
supposed to do and were 
praised by the Fire 
Service and police.” 

One individual had 
missed a train, and Mr 
Danter paid for a taxi to 
take the person home. 

He explained: “We 
can’t speculate on the 
cause. The ride has been 
taken away to be 
checked out - they’ve 


not had this happen 
before. Unless we know 
why, it won’t operate 
again on the site.” 

Mr Danter purchased 
the Pleasure Park in 
2015 and promised a 
£22 million redevel¬ 
opment over a five-year 
period with the aim of 
making it Wales’ top 
tourist attraction. 

He said that the last 
few days had been a 
“stressful” time, but 
added that he was as 
determined as ever to 
further develop the park. 

“I want Barry to be 
number one in Wales,” 
he said. 

A spokeswoman for 
the Health and Safety 


Executive told The 
GEM: “HSE is aware of 
the incident and, while 
there were no injuries, 
will be undertaking 
follow-up enquiries with 
the ride operator to 
ascertain the immediate 
and underlying cause of 
the failure and to 
discuss evacuation 
procedures (which often 
do require emergency 
services input) to see if 
there are any lessons 
that can be learnt 
moving forward. 

“This follow-up will 
be tied in with a routine 
inspection visit in the 
next few weeks.” 


Rejection of biomass plant in Scotland 


PEOPLE campaigning against the energy 
plant under construction at Barry Docks 
have been buoyed by a decision in 
Scotland to reject a similar plant at 
Glenrothes, Fife. 

Docks Incinerator Action Group supporter Max 
Wallis said Fife Council had concerns about the 
impact on air quality and the environment, and 
whether it could affect existing or future businesses 
on neighbouring employment sites. 


Mr Wallis said: “The local council has just 
rejected a proposed biomass-gasification plant at 
Glenrothes. 

“It was to be south of the town, about 500 metres 
from homes, much further than Barry’s, though 
twice as big.” 

Mr Wallis pointed out that the public had been 
vocal. Out of the 266 comments received 262 had 
been objections with no supportive submissions. He 
added that Fife Council’s main reasons for rejection 
also apply in a greater degree in Barry.

We have lots of 
fun on board too and there is a host of 
shore-side inter-crew activities 
organised as well. 

“Young people can contact us 
themselves to apply, but we are also 
encouraging teachers, colleagues, 
group leaders, parents and friends to 
nominate someone who might benefit. 

“Perhaps someone has been 
working hard for exams or at work and 
needs a break, or it might be someone 
who hasn’t been able to have a holiday 
for a few years or someone who would 
enjoy experiencing new cultures.”

Lest We Forget: Barry’s 
War Dead during May 1917 


This inf¬ 

ormation has 
been supplied 
by Paul Kemp, 
Western Front 
Association, 
and the Barry at 
War Group. 
PRIVATE Albert 
Paulding of the 8th 
Bn King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps was 
killed in action near 
Bullecourt on May 
3,1917. 

He has no known 
grave and is 
commemorated on the 
Arras Memorial, France. 
Aged 21, he was the son 
of Mr and Mr H J 
Paulding of 61 Station 
Street, Barry Dock. 

At the outbreak of 
hostilities, he had joined 
the King’s Royal Rifles, 
and had been in many 
engagements, being 
gassed in the Somme 
offensive. He was a 
former pupil of Romilly 
School and prior to 
enlisting was employed 
in the locomotive 
department of the Barry 
Railway Company. 

Private Edward 
Halloran of the 5th Bn 
of the Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry was killed in 
action on May 3, 1917. 
He was bom and enlisted 


in Barry. 

His personal effects 
were sent to his sister, 
Mrs Mary A Shiers and 
his brothers Frederick 
and William. He had 
been awarded the 
Military Medal for 
bravery in the field in 
France in the London 
Gazette of December 9, 
1916. 

This award is believed 
to be for actions between 
September and October 
on the Somme. He has no 
known grave and thus is 
commemorated on the 
Arras Memorial, France. 

Lieutenant Frank C 
James, of the 1st Bn 
Royal Berkshire Regt 
died of wounds on May 
4, 1917 while a prisoner 
of war. Aged 19, he was 
the youngest son of the 
late Rev H P James and 
Mrs M A James of 41 St 
Nicholas Road, Barry. 

Initially reported 
wounded and missing on 
May 3, it was later 
confirmed he had been 
captured by the Germans 
on May 3 and died of his 
wounds while a prisoner 
on May 4. He is buried in 
the Douai Communal 
Cemetery, France. 

Gunner John Wilson 
of B Battery, 82nd 
Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery died of wounds 
on May 4, 1917 and is 
buried in Bray Military 
Cemetery. Aged 19, he 
was the husband of Lydia 
Maud Wilson of 20 
Arthur Street, Cadoxton,

Private Herbert 
Davey of the 7th Bn of 
the Queen’s Own Royal 
West Kent Regt died of 
gunshot wounds in the 
55th Field Ambulance on 
May 6, 1917 and is 
buried in Bucquoy Road 
Cemetery, Ficheux, 
France. 

Aged 20, he was the 
son of Mr and Mrs A 
Davey of 31 Treharne 
Road, Cadoxton, Barry, 
Glamorgan. In 1915, he 
had joined the Welsh 
Horse with his three 
brothers, but all were 
later transferred into 
other units. 

Private Oswald 
Seton Hullin of the 

Royal Canadian Regt 
Canadian Infantry was 
killed in action by 
shellfire while in 
trenches in the vicinity of 
Vimy on Sunday, May 
13, 1917. He is buried in 
the Bois Carre Cemetery, 
Thelus, four miles north- 
north east of Arras. 

Aged 26, he was the 
only surviving son of the 
late Mr Edwin Hullin of 
Dinas Powys, formerly 
of Barry, and the brother 
of Miss Annie Hullin 
whose address was given 
in his papers as 
Buckingham Palace. 

His officer wrote: 
“Private Hullin was a 
splendid soldier, and 
more than liked by the 
whole company. He died 
a soldier’s death, doing 
his duty. May the 
memory of his bravery 
sustain and strengthen 
you.” 

He went to Canada in 
1913, and enlisted on the 
outbreak of war. He saw 
a great deal of fighting, 
being in a bombing 
section. 

First Engineer James 
Bryce Oswald of the SS 
Kilmaho, Mercantile 
Marine, died on May 17, 
1917 as a result of an 
attack by an enemy 
submarine. Aged 66, he 
was the son of John and 
Christina Oswald; 
husband of Mary Agnes 
Oswald (nee O’Sullivan), 
of 3 Wayside Cottage, 
Eastbrook, Dinas Powys. 

Messroom Steward 
Sidney Patrick Oswald 
of the SS Kilmaho, 
Mercantile Marine, died 
on May 17, 1917 as a 
result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. 

Aged 17, he was the 
son of Mary Agnes 
Oswald (nee O’Sullivan), 
of 3 Wayside Cottage, 
Eastbrook, Dinas Powys, 
and the late James Bryce 
Oswald. He was bom in 
Penarth. 

The Kilmaho was lost 
travelling between 
Cardiff and Dunkirk. She 
was sunk by the German 
submarine UB-20 west 
of the Lizard. 

The only survivor of 
the 21-man crew was an 
Arab fireman who was 
taken from the water 
alive six hours after the 
incident. The body of 
another crew member 
was also recovered. 

Messroom Steward 
William James Welch 
of the SS Mordenwood, 
Mercantile Marine, died 
on May 18, 1917 as a 
result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. 

Aged 22, he was the 


son of Ada Assman, 
(formerly Welch), of 32 
Barry Road, Barry Dock, 
and the late Charles 
Welch. The Mordenwood 
was sunk by the German 
submarine U-29 ( Leo 
Prasil ). Her position 
when torpedoed was in 
the Mediterranean 90 
miles SExSl/2S of Cape 
Matapan, there were 21 
casualties. 

Messroom Steward 
Albert Benjamin 
Vincent of the SS Mary 
Baird, Mercantile 
Marine, died on May 18, 
1917 as a result of an 
attack by an enemy 
submarine. Aged 17, he 
was the son of George 
and Elizabeth Vincent, of 
42 Tydfil Street, Barry 
Dock. He was bom at 
Llandaff, Cardiff. 

On May 18, 1917, 
Mary Baird on a voyage 
from Rouen to Newport 
in ballast, was sunk by a 
mine from the German 
submarine UC-47 ( Paul 
Hundius), 2.5 miles west 
from Pendeen Cove; 
seven people were lost. 

Lieutenant Ivor John 
Clarke of the 28th Bn 
Canadian Infantry was 
killed in action at Vimy 
on May 20, 1917 and is 
buried in Ecoivres 
Military Cemetery, 
Mont-St Eloi, five miles 
north west of Arras. 

Aged 24, he was the 
son of Uriah Barwell 
Clarke, of 61 Trinity 
Street, Barry. In 1915, he 
was residing in Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan, 
where he worked as an 
electrician. He sailed 
from Halifax on the SS 
Olympic leaving for the 
UK on October 12,1916. 

Fireman Samuel 
Ashton Cartwright of 
the SS Porthkerry, 
Mercantile Marine, died 
on May 20, 1917 as a 
result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. Aged 
24, he was the son of 
Samuel and Lily 
Cartwright; husband of 
Beatrice Maud 


Cartwright (nee 

Griffiths), of 93 Merthyr 
Street, Barry. He was 
born at Cadoxton, Barry. 

The Porthkerry, a 
1.920 ton 280ft steamer, 
was torpedoed on May 

20, 1917 by UB-40, 16 
miles west from Beachy 
Head in the English 
Channel. The captain and 
seven crew were killed. 

The Porthkerry had 
stopped to pick up 
survivors and was 
torpedoed by the same 
U-boat that sank the SS 
Tycho seven minutes 
earlier. 15 men and the 
master of the Tycho were 
killed. 

About eight miles 
south of Beachy Head on 
May 20, the British 
steamer Tycho was 
torpedoed without 
warning and began to go 
down by the head. The 
ship was abandoned, the 
crew taking to the boats. 
The crew then rowed 
towards the steamship 
Porthkerry which had 
seen the explosion and 
was standing by about 
200 yards away on the 
port beam to pick up any 
survivors. 

As the boats came 
alongside Porthkerry, 
another torpedo was 
discharged by the 
submarine. This blew up 
one of the boats, killing 
the master and 14 men, 
and capsizing the other 
boat. 

The Porthkerry was 
abandoned with eight 
casualties, the vessel 
going down in three 
minutes after being 
struck by the torpedo. 

Survivors from both 
ships were picked up at 
7pm that night by a small 
coasting steamer and 
landed at Newhaven at 
midnight on May 21. 

Gunner Martin 
Leonard Albert James 
of the 223rd Brigade 
Royal Field Artillery was 
killed in action on May 

21, 1917 and is buried in 
Athies Communal 


Cemetery Extension, 
France. He enlisted in 
Barry and left a widow, 
Margaret James and 
children. 

Sergeant William 
Harris of the 49th Siege 
Battery, Royal Garrison 
Artillery (RGA) was 
killed in action by shell 
fire on May 23, 1917, 
and is buried in La 
Targette British 

Cemetery, Neuville- 
St,Vaast. 

Aged 30, he was the 
son of Mr and Mrs Henry 
Harris of 97 Dock View 
Road, Barry Dock. His 
family home was at 47 
Castleland Street, Barry 
Docks. He left a widow 
and one child. 

Sgt Harris had been in 
France from the 
commencement of the 
war, and was a reservist. 

Information of his 
death was given in a 
letter sent to his relatives 
at home by Sergeant 
Edgar Leaman, RGA, 
also of Barry Docks. He 
was previously employed 
as a coal tipper at Barry 
Docks. 

Private George 
Arnold Connelly of C 

Company, 11th Bn 
Durham Light Infantry 
was killed in action on 
May 25, 1917. Aged 31, 
he was the son of 
Thomas and Alice Violet 
Connelly of St Georges, 
Wenvoe Terrace, Barry. 
He is buried in Vraucourt 
Copse Cemetery, Vaulx- 
Vraucourt, France. 

They shall grow not 
old, as we that are left 
grow old;

Sparrow’s life. 

Aided (both willingly 
and unwillingly) by 
Kaya Scodelario’s 
astrologist Carina and 
Brenton Thwaites’ 
Henry Turner (whose 
parents will be familiar 
to fans of the series), 
will Sparrow track 
down the spear and 
evade the grasp of 
Salazar...? 

The thought of 
seeing Johnny Depp get 
dressed up as Captain 
Jack Sparrow yet again 
was probably more 
heartening to Disney 
executives rather than 
audiences; after all, the 
franchise, while still 
afloat, is hardly in the 
rudest of health. 

So the release of 
Salazar’s Revenge (or 
Dead Men Tell No Tales 
in America ) doesn’t 
come with the same 
heightened anticipation 
that the earlier Pirates... 


films had, and while the 
film is a decent stab at 
returning the franchise 
to the fun of the first 
film, it still falls short 
of being a truly great 
film. 

If, as the trailer 
declared, this was the 
final outing for Sparrow 
and co (and let’s face it, 
that is highly unlikely 
while the films continue 
to make huge profits), it 
at least rounds the 
series off on a better 
note than the hugely 
disappointing On 
Stranger Tides. 

The style of the film 
and the broad plot 
points echo Curse of 
the Black Pearl , a 
seemingly conscious 
effort to move away 
from the slightly more 
darker (and confusing) 
later efforts, and while 
it doesn’t hit the heights 
of that film, it’s still 
quite easily the second 
best film in the 
franchise. 

Much has been made 
about Johnny Depp’s 
off-screen behaviour 
during this film, but on 
screen he is as 
dependable as ever (or 
as annoying as ever 
depending on your view 
of the actor’s 
performances). 

The key to using 


Sparrow as a character 
is as comic relief, 
undercutting the drama 
rather than driving it, 
and the film gets this 
right here. 

At his best, Depp is a 
gifted visual actor and 
he gets plenty of time 
to shine here, and 
though this is a 
performance that sees 
him freewheeling 
through the film, he at 
least keeps you 
entertained. 

Geoffrey Rush is 
reasonable value as 
Sparrow’s frenemy 
Barbossa, while Javier 
Bardem attempts to 
wring some depth out 
of the villainous 
Salazar. 

The character shoes 
of Orlando Bloom (who 
pops up here in a small, 
but pivotal role) and 
Keira Knightley 
(because Sparrow 
seems to make it a 
necessity to get caught 
up with a male and 
female character) are 
filled here by Brenton 
Thwaites and Kaya 
Scodelario. 

If the former is a 
rather wet character, 
then the latter is good 
fun, headstrong, plucky 
and the brains of the 
operation, with 
Scodelario’s

The New England Journal of 
Medicine reported the findings of 
researchers at the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine who discovered 
that dance can decidedly improve 
mental health. 

Over the last five years, we have 
created a thriving local community of 
people in Cardiff who love to dance to 
classic tunes from every era. But three 
of our volunteer organisers live and/or 
were brought up in Barry. They 
remember the great 18th and 21st 
birthday parties and the end of school 
dances they attended when they were 
growing up. 

And the place they remember most 
of these things happening was The 
Lesser Hall (now ‘The Glamorgan 
Suite’) in Barry Memorial Hall. They

Directors Joachim 
Ronning and Espen 
Sandberg have form on 
the ocean waves, 
having helmed 
Norwegian film Kon- 
Tiki (which received an 
Academy Award 
nomination) about an 
explorer’s raft crossing 
of the Pacific, and they 
slip into the blockbuster 
sand pit with ease. 

The film has a nice 
visual energy to it, and 
while zombie pirate 
ships and crew are 
pretty much the norm 
when it comes to this 
series, they do at least 
offer up some very 
clever set-pieces (a 
guillotine gag a 
highlight). 

Yet again, however, 
the curse of overly- 
convoluted plot strikes 
the series yet again with 
characters being 
introduced seemingly 
every five minutes, and 
all of them having a 
desire to claim the 
trident. 

The film finds itself 
getting bogged down 
when a more 
streamlined and direct 
plot would have worked 
far better. The film also 
manages to undercut a 


potentially intriguing 
plot point by offering 
up a predictable 
outcome. 

However, that said, if 
you let the film wash 
over you, then there is 
plenty to enjoy. 

Salazar’s Revenge 
puts the Pirates of the 
Caribbean franchise on 
the right track should 
they move forward, but 
it’s still a little too 
leggy and overly- 
convoluted to truly set 
sail. 

VERDICT: Better 
than expected, Pirates 
of the Caribbean: 
Salazar’s Revenge still 
has its faults - the plot 
is too overcooked and if 
Johnny Depp’s pirate 
stylings aren’t for you 
then, you’ll find it hard- 
going - but it regains 
the sense of fun and 
excitement that had 
been in short supply 
since the first one. 

With some satisfying 
action, this is a film 
that exceeds 
(admittedly low) 
expectations.

Councillor’s fury at 
time change to 
planning meetings 


AN independent Sully 
councillor has slammed 
the new Conservative-run 
Vale Council for changing 
the times of planning 
meetings because he says 
it will make it more 
difficult for the public to 
attend. 

The Conservatives told The 
GEM there had been concerns 
that some planning meetings 
were still sitting beyond 10pm, 
which did not help good 
decision-making, adding that 
officers had requested an earlier 
time. 

Independent councillor Kevin 
Mahoney had criticised the 
council for moving planning 
meetings from the evening to 
4pm in the afternoon. 

He said: “This typifies why I 
stand for election to the council - 
to highlight and expose the 
hypocrisy of those who have the 


cheek to be parading around the 
council offices wearing newly- 
produced lanyards on their 
security passes proclaiming 
boldly the new slogan of ‘Open, 
Together, Ambitious, Proud’ 
while practising the very 
opposite values.” 

He said the latest decision on 
planning meetings would make it 
more difficult for working 
members of the public to attend 
and exercise their democratic 
right. 

“I registered my written 
concerns several days ago to the 
new Vale Leader, Coun John 
Thomas, that members of the 
public who work may struggle to 
take time off to attend planning 
meetings and that they will be 
severely disadvantaged, but I 
have not even received the 
courtesy of a reply as his new 
administration sanctioned the 
changes without discussion or a 
vote. 


“It’s about time that 
councillors and officers of the 
council recognise that they are 
there to serve the public not the 
other way around.” 

Responding to Coun 
Mahoney’s remarks, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, Coun John 
Thomas, explained: “Planning 
meetings recently have tended to 
go on late into the evening, some 
beyond 10pm. 

“This is not conducive to good 
decision-making and therefore I 
agreed to a request from officers 
to bring the time forward to 4pm. 

“I felt that it was important to 
make this change clear before 
councillors’ names were put up 
for the planning committee at the 
annual meeting. 

“It should also be noted that 
all planning meetings are live 
streamed on the council’s 
website and archived so that they 
can be viewed at any time in the 
future.”

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Farming 
unions meet 
to discuss 
Brexit 


LIVESTOCK 
representatives 
from the UK NFUs 
and the Irish 
Farmers’ 
Association (IFA) 
recently met in 
Belfast to discuss 
Brexit and the 
trade implications 
for the livestock 
sector. 

The organisations 
agreed it is essential that 
free trade is maintained 
between the United 
Kingdom and the 
European Union post- 
Brexit. This must, a 
spokesperson 
commented, include 
securing a soft border 
between Northern 
Ireland and the Republic 
of Ireland (Rol). 

NFU Cymru 
Livestock Board 
chairman, Wyn Evans 
said: “The UK’s 
decision to leave the 
European Union has 
brought into focus many 
issues for the cattle and 
sheep sector in the UK 
and Rol. Our countries 
have strong trade links 
for both livestock and 
red meat products and it 
will be essential we 
have a free trade 
agreement in order to 
secure a healthy future 
for these vulnerable 
sectors.” 

Mr Evans said 
politicians must take 


this into consideration 
during Brexit 
negotiations. 

“Nearly 40 per cent 
of the UK’s beef exports 
go to Rol while 50 per 
cent of Irish beef 
exports are marketed in 
the UK. 

“In terms of sheep, 
the fact that over 40 per 
cent of Northern 
Ireland’s lambs are 
processed in the Rol and 
90 per cent of the UK’s 
lamb exports are 
destined for the 
European market show 
that there is a lot 
hanging on achieving a 
progressive free trade 
arrangement.” 

The unions agree that 
in order to achieve 
favourable trading 
conditions between the 
UK and EU post-Brexit, 
there must be equivalent 
standards for 
agricultural practices 
and processing. 

“The existing 
standards that are in 
place will give us a 
solid foundation to work 
from and help ease the 
negotiating process. 

“The UK and Irish 
farming unions are 
committed to finding 
practical solutions that 
allow for the 
harmonious trade of 
livestock and red meat 
products between the 
UK and the EU to 
continue post-Brexit,” 
said Mr Evans.

Met Office explains 
‘heavenly fireworks’ 


WERE you woken 
by a massive 
thunderclap early 
on Saturday 

morning, May 27? 

If so, you missed the 
main attraction - at least 
half an hour of 
continuous, silent 

lightning flashes of 
varying colours and 
intensities before the 
thunderstorm started. 

The phenomenon was 
so unusual that one GEM 
reader in Dinas Powys, 
who happened to be 
awake at 3.30am and 
witnessed the ‘heavenly 
fireworks’, contacted the 
Met Office to find out 
what had been going on. 

The lightning was 
visible throughout south 
and west Wales and the 
West Country. 

A Met Office official, 
who was based in Exeter, 
told him: “Yes, it was 
pretty impressive here 


last night at around lam. 
Incredible lightning 
intensity. 

“The lack of sound 
could be attributed to the 
fact that there was a lot of 
‘in-cloud’ lightning as 
well as cloud to ground 
and sound can travel 
upwards. 

“Sometimes lightning 
may be seen but there is 
no thunder heard. This is 
either because thunder is 
rarely heard more than 
20 kilometres away or 
because the atmospheric 
conditions lead to sound 
‘bending upwards’ and 
away from the surface. 

“The intensity of the 
lightning over Devon and 
Cornwall was something 
I have never witnessed, 
and could be linked to a 
moderate amount of 
Saharan dust in the 
atmosphere which could 
act as a seed for 
raindrops or ice.”

WASPI campaign hosts coffee morning 


A COFFEE morning is being held on 
Saturday, June 3 at Highlight Park 
Community Centre, to publicise the 
‘Women Against State Pension 
Inequality’ cause, to show how long 
some women are having to wait for 
their pension. 

The coffee morning will run from 
10am until 12 noon and is a chance for 
local women to learn about the 
campaign, demanding transitional 
pension arrangements for women born in 
the 1950s. 

Many women paid tax and national 
insurance on the understanding that they 
would start getting a pension at the age of 
60, only to face a wait of further years. 

In Kay Clarke’s case, the wait is six 
years. Kay, who lives in Barry and is a 


regional administrator of the WASPI 
action group, has been amazed that 
despite local publicity in The GEM, and 
national coverage when WASPIs went to 
Westminster on the day of the Budget, 
there are still people who don’t know 
about the campaign. 

“After visiting a number of businesses 
in Barry requesting that they display our 
advertising poster for the information 
coffee morning at Highlight Park, I was 
saddened to find out just how many 
people in our community are still 
unaware of our plight. 

“The reaction when I explained the 
full impact this is having on women born 
in the 1950s was astounding, and those I 
spoke to were both shocked and more 
than willing to help and spread the word. 

“All of the independent shops that I 
approached in Barry were happy to 


display the poster.” 

A WASPI demonstration took place at 
the Senedd on May 26. 

Kay said: “Our demonstration went 
really well, and many supportive 
parliamentary candidates spoke in 
support of the WASPI women, including 
Jane Hutt AM and a parliamentary 
candidate for the Vale, Camilla Beaven, 
who spoke on our behalf. 

“Almost 150 women were there, and 
given the current security issues in the 
country at the moment, coupled with the 
fact that many of our ladies are still 
forced to remain in employment, we 
were encouraged by the turnout.”

The world's most famous flat race 
the Epsom Derby is run on Saturday 
and the horse I think that might give 
you a run for your money is the 
Mark Johnson-trained Permian, 
who at the time of writing is a 14-1 
chance. 

Irish trainer Aidan O'Brien, who has 
already saddled five Derby winners, is 
hoping to win again, this time with 
Cliffs Of Moher which will almost 
certainly start favourite. 


In my book Racing Rogues - The 
Scams, Scandals and Gambles of 
Horse Racing in Wales (published by 
St David's Press at £14.99), I tell the 
story of George Frederick, the only 
Welsh winner of the race. 

Owned and bred by William 
Sheward Cartwright, Lord of the 
Manor at Llandaff in Cardiff, George 
Frederick won in 1874. 

Mr Cartwright named some of his 
horses after places in south Wales such 
as Penarth and The Beautiful Ely. Bred 
at a farm on Ely Racecourse, Cardiff, 
George Frederick was said to have won 
in a canter at odds of 9-1 and was 
ridden by Henry Custance, who 
claimed in his book, Riding 
Recollections and Turf Stories, that Mr 
Cartwright was ‘eccentric in manner’. 

When news of George Frederick's 
win reached Wales, brass bands 
paraded the streets and Mr Cartwright's 
racing colours were hoisted from 
Newport town hall, where he had 
business and residence associations. 

George Frederick was trained by 
Tom Leader at Wroughton near 
Swindon and can it be a coincidence 
that in the Ely/Fairwater district of 
Cardiff there is a Cartwright Lane and 
a Wroughton Place? 

Incidentally, Barry-born jockey 
George Bowden once rode a filly in the 
Derby which is a very rare thing 
indeed. That was back in 1927 and the 
filly's name was Stampede. 

At one time Stampede was owned 
by a Dr Sixsmith, of Cowbridge, who 
used to ride her on his rounds! 

Anyway, Stampede, the 1,000-1 
rank outsider, trailed in last of the 23 
runners. 

The Welsh point-to-point season 
comes to an end on Saturday with 
the Pembrokeshire Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases at Trecoed, 
Letterston, Haverfordwest, first race 
2pm. 

No doubt there will be a number of 
horses and riders from the Vale making 
the trip. There will be six races and a 
mixed scurry race at 5.30pm. 

ANOTHER WIN FOR EVAN 
Llanharan's Evan David, who has 
been in cracking form this season, 
chalked up another winner when 
landing the open maiden race on 
Andrew Pennock's Thyne For 
Rhuda at the Berkshire & Buckley 
Point-To-Point Steeplechases over 
the Bank Holiday weekend.
